In order to construct the Palestine 


Channel it is proposed to make n canal 25 
miles m length, from Haifa, in the Bay 
of Acre, through the plain of Asdraelon 
to the valley of the River Jordcn. 
This 


cunal is to be 200 feet wide and 40 feet 
deep. This will bring the Mediterranean 
into the heart of Palestine. In order 
that the waters of the Dead Sea may be 
made to nmiglo with those of the Red 
bea, it is proposed to cut a canal 20 
miles in length from the head of the Gulf 
of Akabah to the Dead Sea. If these 
things were successfully performed, it is 
expected that an inland sea, about 200 
miles long, varying in width from three 
to ten miles, and deep enough to float 
vessels of the largest size, would extend 
trom the Mediterranean to the Red Sea 
It is right to note that the scheme is by 
no means a novel one. From the

The record at 
Greenwich in 1879 was 977 hours of sun- 
shine out of a possible 4,447 while 
New York in the same year there

Messrs. Wroblewski and

two Polish experimenters, have succeeded 
in «btaining both oxygen and nitrogen in 
ft perfect liquid form. The liquids are 
colorless and transparent, resembling 
carbonic acid. 
The liquefaction was 


produced under the combined action of 
intense cold and great pressure 
At a 


temperature of 212.8 degree* below two, 
Fahrenheit, a pressure of about 25 atmos- 
pheres—or 876 pounds to tbe square 
inch—readily liquified oxogen in glass 
tubes. At the same temperature nitro- 
gen still retained its gaseous form when 
a presure of 160 atmospheres had been 
reached, but a gradual diminution of the 
pressure to about 50 atmospheres yielded 
the liquid, which quickly evaporated. 


Even the feeble rays of the moon hove 


In a paper 
read to the Paris Academy of Science 
Mons. Mussel states that ' plant.) very 
sensitive to light and heat were grown 
from seeds in pots occupying a very dark 
place.

—Th<j new Manual Training School of 


Chicago will probably be opened next 
November. It will cost about f 100,000, 
all of wiiich bai been raised through the 
efforts «f tbe Commercial Club of that 
city. Vhe building will be fifty feet wide 
one hut dred ami thirty fe*t deep, and 
five stories in height, and will be. in every 
respect adapted to the work for which it 
is intended. It will give its pupils a 
good pi actical and common school edu- 
cation, and instruction and practice in 
the use of tools. The tool instruction 
will probably include carpentry, wood- 
turning, pattern-making, iron clipping 
and filing, brazing and soldering, the use 
of machine tools, and other instruction of 
a similar character; and the students 
will di\ ide their working hours, as nearly 
»s possible, equally between mental and 
maunal exercises. One hour a day will 
be give n to drawing and two hours to 
shop work. The course of instruction 
covers three years, and there will be five 
lines of study—three intellectual and two 
manual, as follows: 1. Pure mathematics 
including arithmetic, algebra, geometry 
and plane trigonometry. 2. Science and 
applied mathematics, including physical 
geography, natural phisolophy,chemistry, 
mechanics, munsurationand bookkeeping. 
3. Language and literature, including 
English grammar, spelling, composition, 
literature, history and the elements of 
political science and economy. Latin 
and Fiench will bo introduced as elec- 
tives ivith English, if desired. 
4. Pen- 


manship and free hand mechanical draw- 
ing. 
6. Tool instruction, including wood- 


turning, forging, soldering and bench and 
machine work in iron. Before receiving 
his diploma each student must execute a 
project by actually constructing a machine. 
The school year will consist of two terms 
of twenty weeks each. The fees for each 
term will be $30,'$40 and $50 respec- 
tively for the first, second and third years. 
There will be a number of free scholar- 
ships for boys who may be unable to pay

In one case at the last Con- 
ference, where Bishop Warren presided, 
a minister was thus dealt with whose 
offence was not lewdness nor drunken- 
ness, but the fact that be did not pay his 
debts. Bishop Warren is amazed at the 
growth in intelligence which the negroes 
display, considering that the advantages 
of education have so recently been given 
them.

a sour old bachelor calls them.

who does considerable in this line des- 
cribes it thus : "Its just taking the hair 
from the middle of the head and letting 
it fall over in front and then cutting it so 
that it looks like a shingled roof, tliat is;

SOCIAL DRINKING IN ENGLAND.—A 


London magazine, that is no friend of 
total abstinence, admits a great change 
in social drinking habits. 
It says • 


"In wine the falling off in consumption 


is remarkable, if placed in contrast to a 
steady increase, year after year, up to the 
year of grace, 1876, when the consump 
tion readied its highest total of about 
eighteen millions and a half of gallons— 
ligh-wine mark that deserves to be 
marked upon the doorposts of the Trea- 
sury chambers, as exceptionally high 
tides are marked on river piers and 
Bridges. From that date a gradual de- 
cline has set in, with the result of landing 
us in the past year in a consumption of 
only some fourteen million gallons. Some- 
thing of this falling off is due, perhaps, to 
a distaste for wine as a beverage, brought 
about by a general deterioration in qual- 
ty, and by the enormous adulteration of 
which wine is the subject. But there is 
also a change in the social habits of the 
wealthier classes. Instead of the popping 
of champ igne corks we have the fizzing 
of mineral waters. 
The hospitable sup- 


pers wheie wine and wit flowed freely, 
are things of the past, the balls of other 
days, whin the fair dancers refreshed 
;hemselves so freely with sparkling wines, 
are succeeded by Cinderella parties, where 
nothing is provided beyond tea and lem- 
onade." 


Twenty-four o'clock would sound oddly 


enough, but a Western railroad has issued 
a time-table, recently, ou which the hours 
of the day are reckoned from one to 
twenty-four, instead of making two divi- 
sions of twelve hours each. The great 
advantage is in getting rid of the letters 
A. M. and P. M. They are liable to be 
misprinted or misunderstood, but no one 
would be likely to confound seven o'clock 
with seventeen o'clock, or twelve at noon 
with twenty-four at midnight.
